CANTON 
AND AMERICA. 


Dr. Sun Yat-sen’s supporters 
are making a great deal of fues 
about the recent visit to Canton 
of the American Minister, who, 
they suggest, has been convinced 
of the righteousness of Dr. Sun's 
claims regarding the Customs 
revenues. One journal recently 
spoke of the.“favourable™ intpress_ 
ion which Mr. Schurman received 
as u result of his interview with 
Dr. Sun, and ‘expressed the hope 
that he would transmit it to the 
other members of the Diplomatic 
Body in FPeking.. Whatever 
occurred: at that interview, 
however, it must not for a 
moment. he imagined that 
Mr. Schurman stands com- 
mitted to supporting the’ Can- 
ton claim. Indeed, .@ ‘ state- 
ment which he made when 
he reached Shanghai. ‘en route 
to Peking, creates quite the op- 
posite impression. In that state- 
ment, Mr. Schurman plainly 
asserted that” the United States 
insists that the unity of the 
Customs service be maintained, 
otherwise there would be chaos.” 
He spoke of the’ possibility of 
other Provinces following Dr. 
Sun's lead if he secured the 


the United States played on im 
portant part, in the proceedings 
which led to'a suspension of the 
payment of a percentage of the 
Customs fevenues to the Cantos 
Government some years ago, 
evidently fearing that consent to 
& resumption of'such payments 
might be construed as tanta- 
monnt to a recognition of Dr. 
Sun's Government. In view: of 
that ciroumstance, it ig difficult 
to see. how America could now 
halk up Dr. Sun's claim. How- 
ever, we have not any fear that 
the United States will embark 
ona policy of independent action 
ou this question, much as the 
Canton Government would desire 
it todoso. Whatever decision is 
finally reached, we cannot foresee 
the likelihood of America, once 
having co-operated with the 
other Powers on this ssue, leav- 
ing them in the lurch to tight the 
problem out. Unity amongst the 
Foreign Powers is absolutely 
essential in questions of this 
kind. involving as they do mat- 
ters of the highest importance in 
regard to the sovereignty of 
China. ‘ 


Commonsense as King. .

man reparations has assembled. 
America bas sent a repres- 
entative, the fullest participation 
in- the matter that she has 
had sofar. He isapparently the 
mouthpiece” of bis Government 
when he says: “The success

and the conscience of the Allies 
and the world, there is adequate 
conception of the great disaster 
facing each Ally, and Europe, 
unless commonsense’ is crowned 
king.”

No doubt 
the public in, general realise 
haw serious events can bé in tha 
near future should no definite 
settlement—a commonsense set-

{these deliberations. It can only 


be haped that, when questions of 
principle come to be discussed, 
when opinions differ over some 
specific, though -hardly vital, 
point, and ' when co-opération 
dapends on.the sacrifice of ‘some 
small viewpoint in favour of a 
majority opinion, that each one 
of the nations represerted will be 
prepared to make unanimity 
possible: “It may be that these 
days are crucial ones, thé 
last chance of swinging: the 
tiller round and steering into a 
safe channel, and may the helms 
men of the various’ Governments 
eventually, with the help of the 
pilot sent across the Atlantic to 
their aid, agree on the same course 
and bring their ships safely to 
.barbour, even though it may

A Rankling Point. 


A matter-which rankles, put 
one which we trust will pot 
develop into a wrangling point, is 
the pttitude of the two principal 
Allies towards the Separatist 
movement im occupied Germany.

THE EARTHQUAKE: 
PANIC IN YOKOHAMA. 


“PEOPLE CAMPING OUT. 


Osaka, Jan. 13... 

Latest news regarding the 
earthquake shows- that the 
Tokaido Railway is now running 
a single line. The Daibutsu at 
Kamakura, which was displaced 
forward by the earthquake last 
September, has fallen backward 
fourinches. Large fissures were 
made at Kamakura. 

The water supply in Yokohama 
City is-cut off, vessels in harbour 
supplying water’ to meet im- 
mediate needs. The Yokohama 
tram service is suspended and 
-panic-stricken people. are cam- 
ping out in the streets. A dense 
fog overhung Yokobama this 
morning, making the sun appear 
crimson. 

The Yokohama casualties are 
three killed and 12 wounded, 
while seven houses have totaly 
and three’ partially collapsed. 
One warehouse and two schools 
as well as two factories and two 
hospitals hate fallen down.
